Mony The market continues to run very 
elose, though the amount of calls to-day is not 
so large as on previous days. With their limit- 
ed capitaland the funds at their disposal, the 
banks are extending all the accommodation 
their directors think they can, but they could 
use a larger amount of money to their advan- 
tage, and to the benefit of the commercial oom 
munity, if they had the funds. As this want can 
very easily be supplied if the banks chose to 
go into the New York market as borrowers, 
why don't they do it?
